The Snrvey. 



The appointment of Mr Snndford 
Tleming to the important position of 
Obief Bngiaeer of the Canadian Faoifio 
Sail way has already been annoaoood. 
Tba appoiotment baS; we -learn, been 
notioed approTipgly in the Canadian 
Tseai. Mr Fleming is said Jo be ' the 
jright ioan in the right plaoe.' Even 
the Opposition journals admit this; and 
it is much for the Oppositioa joarnals, 
oipecially Bome of them, to admit that 
anything done by the preBenV Govern- 
ment can be right. 'Can anything good 
come OQt of Nazareth V bias lately 
been too much the cry of the Ontario 
Opposition. With somo of them princU 
plo and oonsistenoy appear to be mere 
eecondary matters— oppobJTIOn is thoir 
oardlDttl. Well, as we were sayicg, 
Mr Fleming has been appointed Cbiof 
Engineer of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way. Ho ia well known both on this 
Continent and at Home as a first class 
enslneer. In the lormer, his connection 
with Mhe Intercolonial Ksilway survey 
bronght him prominently forward, 
lynd in all probabiiityl there ia 
not an engineer living whoeo 
report would inspire moro con- 
fidence or carry greater weight amongat 
Eaglieh oapiialistB than would Ibut oi 
Mr Flemins', when suoh a work as the 
Canadian Pacific Railway comes to bo 
the subject. Theso things being bo, he is 
ondonbiedly Hbo right man in the right 
plaoe,' for it Is of the very first impor- 
tance that whoever has the profosaional 
maasgemenl of the survey should poPs- 
eas the confidence of tlioso who musl 
fnrniah money for the gigaalio under- 
taking. Indeed the survey would be 
made to little pnrpoae in the absence ol 
Ihese conditions. So far, then, all is 
well Will Mr Fleming make the por- 
Bonal snperyision of tbo survey of tl.o 
Pacific •ecti<)>n ihe line his e^-pocial 
doty ? ThoPe need bo little hoeitaiion 
in roturning an affirmative answer. No 
one could have read the debates which 
took placem the Canadian Parliambnl 
upon the Terms without carryiug awu} 
the impression that iho Pacitio Beoilou 
of the railway is regarded as ibo ino'^i 
important, at least in bo far as the 
tuQutioDS of tho Chief Engineer are con- 
cerned. On tbo other side ot the Eockys 
■laob of the route is already familiar to 
Canadian enginoera; few physical diffi- 
cnlties present ihemBolves, and ibc 
qnestlona of rente and location of tor- 
minns will acarcely be heard at all. On 
tbe Pacific side the cabe is wholly difif- 
erenlt It is here that the great engin- 
eering problems of the eoiorurise aro lo 
be arapplod with and solved. By whai, 
route shall the ' iron horao' find its way 
down to the waters of'lho Pacifii;(' Shall 
tho railway cross over tbo waters 
which set off Vancouver Ulandrfrom the 
continent, and find its way to the mag- 
nificent harbor of BsqoimaU, and Ihat, 
tap tbo track of commerco to Puijel 
Sound ? Or, eball it stop at tbo wuterr 
of Georgia, and thnsexp'jee our com- 
merce to tbe possible frown of a foreign 
battery on Ibe Island ot San Juan— in 
any event to a hundred miles ot iiitri- 
cate it not dangerous iuland navigaiiun? 
Bach are some of the vital quosiious 
which Blare tbe onierpri-e in tho face, 
on the Pacific side, aud which appear 
imperatively to demand the presence of 
the Chief Bnglneer. There ia, therefore, 
little donht in our own mind that, wbilo 
the survey of tho whole l:no will be 
under his direciion, Air Fleming will 
give this end ot ii bin espeoial ullcntion. 
Wo aro glad to porcoivo by lute Caua. 
dian papers, that every efiort is to bo 
made to have the survey completed 
before Parliament meets next winter ; 
■0 that the first party of Burveyortt 
may be expected to arrive here by any 
■teamer*
